He has appeared 
in Spinning Wheel before and is an 
enthusiastic collector-researcher who 
shares his interest with his whole 
family. He also shares it. where allied, 
with his own readership. His story 
appearing here this month is a con- 
densation of one that appeared in 
Printing last year. 

Notice anything new this month? 
We're sure that wearers of bifocals 
will immediately sit up and take 
notice of the enlarged type faces in 
those of our advertisements which 
previously contained smaller faces. The 
change is a direct result of your own 
expressed wishes. Adjusting to bifocals 
is no pleasant experience I’m told, and 
neither is it confined to advanced age. 
I'll never forget, 13 years ago when I 
was new to this business, the first of 
what was to become a steady stream of 
letters beginning, “I wear bifocals—- 
and how do magazine publishers ex- 
pect us to read the print that seems 
even too small for 20-20 vision?” 
Through the cooperation and under- 
standing of our advertisers, the size 
has been increased, intermittently, to 
the point where we hope, with this 
issue, it will -offer the ultimate for 
fast and facile reading. 

“Your own expressed wishes” is used 
pretty frequently hereabouts and I 
wonder if you realize that it means 
how responsible YOU, as readers, are 
for the shape this magazine takes each 
month. Spinning W heel never has been 
and it is improbable that it ever will 
be, what we personally call a conven- 
tional, or even a semi-conventional 
magazine We term a “conventional” 
magazine one which caters to general 
industry and consumer goods, circu- 
lated to mass markets Because there is 
no “specialized interest” in a mass 
market, advertisers who by virtue of 
being industrialists, can spend more 
perhaps for one full page in multi- 
color than we gross in a year, demand 
an audited circulation figure from the 
publisher . . . then depend on a per- 
centage of either direct or indirect 
business from their advertising in re- 
lation to the number of persons 
reached through the magazine’s cir- 
culation. Such large slices of indus- 
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try’s advertising budget gives “con- 
ventional” magazines the wherewithal 
to go all out in the fields of pho- 
tography and art to produce a multi- 
color showpiece that will influence 
their readers’ tastes sufficiently to sat- 
isfy their industry-backed advertisers. 


Then there’s the “trade”, “technical” 
or other specialized publication which 
we place in the “semi-conventional” 
class. These differ from the aforemen- 
tioned only in that they specialize in 
a specific field of endeavor such as 
gardening, poultry raising, ete.. much 
the same as we do in antiques — ex- 
cepting the important fact that they, 
too, are industry supported—and can 
compete for professional perfection. 


In relation to the above two types, 
Spinning Wheel’s objective might be 
quite the same—but how it is ful- 
filled depends on ways and means 
which are in stark contrast. Therefore, 
our goal primarily and necessarily 
must be that of a service to the Dealer, 
the Collector, and those others, who 
unlike the conventional reader-con- 
sumer versus seller-manufacturer whose 
paths seldom, if ever, overlap, engage 
a little or a lot in both collecting and 
selling. Understandably, ours is not 
an undertaking with industry’s never- 
ending source of supply, standard 
mark-up over cost methods, and in 
most cases pre-determined costs and 
income. A publication like our own 
cannot, for these and many other 
reasons, afford to concentrate on pro- 
fessional perfection in its physical 
appeal. More important to us is the 
rendering of a service with speed—to 
provide a common meeting place for 
the exchange of accurate knowledge, 
trends, tastes, current activities, etc.. 
for those who share the same interest 
and occupation . .. and most impor- 
tant is doing it in accord with the 
precisely expressed wishes of our 
readers. This we can effect through 
our many and well used channels of 
communications. not the least of 
which is the splendid direct response 
to the queries asked on every renewal 
notice. A thoughtful, continuous an- 
alysis of thousands of seriously com- 
pleted questionnaires received in our 
office each year helps us to do the job. 


So, as high a regard as we hold the 
physical and some other aspects of 
professional magazine workmanship, 
more do we have .. . when something 
must be sacrificed . . . for letting you 
make Spinning Wheel a magazine that 
is the end product of your very own 
expressions one that is truly 

S ... but soundly produced 
within the necessary economic limits. 
As we prepare to come into your 
homes each month, we put on the best 
bib and tucker these certain restric- 
tions will allow, secure in knowing 
that no restrictions can ever extend to 
our presentation of those things you 
have most requested to benefit 
you in business, knowledge, and 
pleasure.

Note: Flower-bowled spoons shown in the 
February 1954 issue included Daisy, Lily, 
Pansy, Clover, Rose, and Forget-me-not 
patterns. The “R W & S, Sterling” with 
the profile view of an antlered deerhead 
is the mark of the R. Wallace & Sons Mfg. 
Co. of Wallingford, Conn. According to 
Albert Stutzenberger, author of “The 
American Story in Spoons”, the Williams 
Bros. Mfg. Co. also displayed an antlered 
deerhead on their trademark. but with the 
animal’s face turned a little more toward 
the front, though not directly so. Williams 
Bros. used no initials. These seem to be 
the only two companies using the deer on 
their markings. He adds that the lion, 
bear, and eagle are more often seen. 


NO REPLY? NO WONDER! 

IT recently had a small classified ad in 
your magazine. Among other replies I had 
one from a small Virginia town. This per- 
son sent a stamp for a reply, but in writ- 
ing what they had for sale, neglected to 
sign a name, and as there is no street 
address given, this letter cannot be 
answered.

CUSTOMER’S STANDPOINT 


I enjoy the Spinning Wheel and look 
forward to its arrival each month. My 
regret is that I didn’t know about it from 
its beginning. First saw it listed in 1954 in 
Washer’s Directory, and subscribed 
promptly. 

I have written you before from the 
standpoint of the customer. Your editorial 
in September '57 provokes this epistle. I 
agree that most of your advertisers are 
dependable, reliable, and gracious — but 
there are others not so meticulous. 


Antiques are a hobby with me, and I 
limit my spending. Many dealers will hold 
my check so long before returning it that 
I miss out on other articles that I want. 
One dealer used my stamped air mail en. 
velope to write to tell me that my postage 
refund was only one cent, so they weren’t 
sending it! 


I have seldom had a dealer send me 
articles that are not old, but perfect—that 
is something else! I sometimes buy im- 
perfect articles if I know it, and if they 
are priced accordingly. But I have had 
things sent me without a word, even 
though I always order “if perfect, only”. 
Someone sent me a purple slag toothpick 
holder, badly chipped, then wrote “I did 
not consider it badly chipped but felt it 
had minor flakes that were not considered 
harmful’. I knew I shouldn’t order from 
her again—but I did—a blue Mother-of- 
pearl piece. It is very lovely, but had been 
broken around the top and smoothed off. 
That had not been mentioned to me. I 
have even had a purple slag covered sugar 
minus a handle sent me — and then the 
dealer insisted it was perfect when it left 
his shop ! Sometimes I vow to quit ordering 
by mail—but antiques are so fascinating 
that I’m tempted, recalling all the nice 
associations-by-mail I’ve had. Too bad un- 
ad experiences have to be remembered, 
00.

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FOR MORE SELECTIVE INQUIRIES 

Some collectors of specific items seem 
to exhibit little discretion in writing to 
dealers about their wants. In my case, I 
should think it obvious to anyone reading 
my ads that I carry only early English 
pottery and porcelain. Yet I _ receive 
countless requests for Victorian art glass, 
fans, buttons, even antique leg irons! The 
most unusual was an air mail letter with 
return envelope sent to my Wimpole Street, 
London, England, address, from a man 
in the United States who wanted to know 
if I carried American Indian relics. Alas, 
all of these letters accompanied by a 
stamped self-addressed envelope must be 
answered ! 

I’m sure most other dealers will join me 
in asking the collectors of such items not 
to waste their own time and that of spe- 
cialist dealers with requests that are com- 
pletely foreign to the dealers’ wares. Sim- 
ply reading a dealer's ads should give a 
collector a clue to whether or not there is 
any remote chance of his carrying these 
specific items.

JAMESTOWN SOUVENIR 


Do you not think the last sentence of 
your caption for the Jamestown Festival 
Spode souvenir pitcher (Dec. °57) is a 
little misleading? Considering the fact 
that the Fitzhugh pattern came into ex- 
istence in the 1770s, the seat of government 
moved from Jamestown to Williamsburg 
in 1699 and Jamestown ceased to exist 
about the time of the Revolution, and the 
National Park Service emphasizes the 17th 
century Jamestown, it seems odd that the 
Festival officials would choose a late 18th 
century object to be copied for a souvenir.

Note: Though the Fitzhugh bordered 
pitcher would not itself have been found 
in the Jamestown Colony, it does repre- 
sent the type of ware that was being im- 
ported from the Orient in the Jamestown 
days. No doubt the pitcher was selected 
as a souvenir for its aesthetic appeal. The 
Fitzhugh pattern, according to John Gold- 
smith Phillips, in China-Trade Porcelain, 
suggests a Chinese landscape with rocks, 
flowers, and butterflies, and was the work 
of the Chingtechen porcelain painters. It 
seems to have been used as early as the 
1770s and was the basis for the Willow 
pattern developed later by English potters 


WESTERN ANTIQUES 

I wish the erroneous idea that western 
dealers are high-priced could be obliter- 
ated. Sometimes it seems as if our own 
western collectors (and dealers, too) are 
the ones who most believe this myth. 

We have thousands of visitors to Jackson 
Hole in the summertime. Of course there 
are always a few who are antiques con- 
scious—and when they find my little out- 
of-the-way shop here, they are quite sur- 
prised. Seems they expect all we do out 
here is run around with a gun in a holster, 
shooting up the works! 


Most of the antiqueing visitors are very 
ee with our prices—but as everything 
as to be toted in over our high mountain- 
ous passes by truck—no railroad for miles 
—transportation costs must be added to 
our costs. However this transportation 
problem is one that all westerners must 
face, in one way or another. Easterners, 
who have so many, many shops to select 
from, may feel prices are a wee bit more 
than in shops that can be replenished more 
easily, though many of our visitors refute 
this. For westerners. this shop in a country 
of sage brush and big game animals is an 
antiqueing joy—an oasis in a state where 
the entire population is less than that of 
one eastern city 

If a survey were made of all the an- 
tiques shops prices all over the country, T 
feel sure it would show that western shops 
are far from the top of the list!

For Former Emporians: Recently Mrs. 
Roy Miller of Arcadia, California, wrote 
us for further information about the 
Emporia, Kansas, 1957 Centennial plate, 
pictured in the December 57 issue. Em- 
poria was her old home town, and she 
wanted one of the plates. Our informa- 
tion, without purchase details, had come 
to us from the Spode-Copeland people 
in England, makers of the plates. We 
suggested she write the Chamber of 
Commerce in Emporia as to where the 
plates could be purchased there. This 
she did, and was referred to Hughes & 
Company, Jewellers. Mrs, Miller now 
has her plate, is delighted with it, and 
passes on the place and the price—$3.75 
plus shipping—so other former Kansans 
can easily purchase this current souvenir 
of their state. 


Repropuction Boor: The boot in Cane 
pattern, pictured in Lee’s Victorian 
Glass, plate 201, third from the left, and 
also mentioned in the third paragraph 
on page 476, is now being reproduced 
in eight colors—crystal, amber, amber- 
ina, emerald, amethyst, light blue, pink, 
and smoke—at $7.50 a dozen. A Spinning 
Wheel advertiser sent us the letter of 
description (hand written) which came 
to him with a sample boot from the 
maker in Cambridge, Ohio. His address 
was apparently taken from a Spinning 
Wheel ad, so others may have received 
like tokens, too. He tells us the piece is 
rather heavy, and the only radical dif- 
ference to be seen is that the words 
“Pat. Applied for” have been deleted in 
the reproduction, though the words 
“Bouquet holder” are still there as they 
were in the original. 


A Queen’s Girt: The tor- 
toise-shell casket, inlaid with 
Mother-of-Pearl, which Queen 
Elizabeth II presented to Co- 
lonial Williamsburg on her re- 
cent visit there, was thought- 
fully selected. Formerly in 
the collection of the late 
Queen Mary, this large octag- 
onal box, presumably for 
jewels, is inlaid with the 
figure of an American Indian 
and a ribband reading AMER- 
ICA. Made in Jamaica, ec. 
1660-1685, it is apparently of 
Spanish cedar, a wood pop- 
ular at that period for such 
cabinetwork, with _ tortoise- 
shell veneer. Side panels fall 
forward to reveal variously 
shaped drawers in each sec- 
tion; top cover lifts to show 
removable octagonal casket 
with silver bail handles. Over- 
all, it is 144%” high, 2544” 
wide, 2344” deep, and con- 
tains 25 drawers, 10 lidded 


A Most Beautirut House To See: The 
Brice House in Annapolis, Maryland, 
called by William Graves Perry, Chief 
Architect for both the Colonial Williams- 
burg and Tryon Palace restorations, “the 
most beautiful home in the United 
States,” and noted by R. T. Haines Hal- 
sey, director of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art’s American Wing, as having “no 
equal in Colonial America,” has just re- 
cently been opened to the public on a 
year round basis. Visiting days are Tues- 
days, Wednesdays, Thursdays and Fridays 
from 2 to 5 p.m. Built about 1770, with 
William Buckland, noted Colonial archi- 
tect, having a hand in the design, the 35- 
room mansion is completely furnished 
with furniture and decorations of the 
period. Unlike such famed pre-Revolu- 
tionary buildings as Mount Vernon, 
Monticello, and Independence Hall, 
which have only a few original paint 
colors. the Brice House has no less than 
eight, including a shade of apricot; two 
blues; two greens; two yellows; and an 
unusual pale color revealed, after remov- 
iny many layers of paint, in the ballroom. 
This much-discussed architectural master- 
piece is shown under the sponsorship of 
Historic Annapolis, and all proceeds 
(single admissions are $1) go to the His- 
toric Annapolis Preservation Fund.

Your Valentine Card 


By Sam A. CousLey 


HE first valentine (or message 

using St. Valentine’s name) which 
is on record in this country, is one 
which arrived here from England in 
1684. A century later many valen- 
tines, all homemade, were passing be- 
tween lovers in the Eastern states. 
Highly prized by collectors are the 
handpainted, pinpricked and intricate 
cut-out valentines of what is known 
as the “Pennsylvania Dutch” country, 
easily recognized by their primitive 
but very attractive art motifs and 
with the sentiments often written in 
German script. 

As early as 1723 “valentine writ- 
ers” —books of verse and suggestions 
for the home fabrication of valen- 
tines—were being sold by stationers 
in New York, Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton, who also sold marginally decora- 
ted letter sheets upon which valentine 
verses were written. 

Perhaps when the history of to- 
day’s great paper doily and napkin 
industry is finally written, it will say 
that the industry really began with 
the beautiful rice-paper lace creations 
of the 1840s which were born of the 
competition between the many crea- 
tors of ever and ever more elaborate 
valentine concepts. The identity of 
many fabricators of exquisite lace- 
paper pieces and intricately embossed 
letter sheets is preserved in speci- 
mens in museums and in private col- 
lections which bear—embossed into 
the design or watermarked into the

paper—the names of Joseph Mansell, 
John Windsor, Mullord Brothers, 
David Mossman, George Meek, 
George Kershaw and other London 
stationers and paper converters. 

First American name in valentines, 
of course, is that of Esther Howland, 
daughter of a Worcester, Mass., sta- 
tioner, who in 1849 started a produc- 
tion line output of handmade lace- 
paper dainties in her home. Others 
were producing valentines in this 
country before that time but Miss 
Howland is credited with introducing 
the delicately hand-cut lace papers 
which characterize the valentines of 
that era. 

In no time at all she was employing 
dozens of girls to piece together, in 
assembly-line fashion, the lovely 
Howland creations which soon took 
over the fancy valentine market in 
this country. Later, using lace and 
embossed papers imported from Ger- 
many and England, Miss Howland 
built up an annual sales volume of 
$75,000. 

Aiding Esther Howland in making 
Worcester the valentine capital of 
the United States was George C. 
Whitney, a one-time Howland em- 
ployee who with several of his broth- 
ers started the George C. Whitney 
Co. soon after the Civil War. This 
firm, which eventually had offices in 
Boston, New York, and Chicago, was 
in its day the largest in the industry. 
It flourished after its founder’s death 
(in 1915) until it was finally liqui- 
dated by George Whitney’s son, War-

Light Colored Subjects

IHE pottery which interests Amer- 
ican collectors most is that made 
in the period from 1820 to 1860, and 
the small quantity made from 1800 to 
1820. Chronologically, the _ specific 


categories covered by these dates are: 
the hand decorated ware — Gaudy 
Dutch, Gaudy Staffordshire, King’s 
Rose, Strawberry, and Polychrome on 
(so-called Salopian); 


transfer the 





Palestine, 1830-1840, generally pink, 
but all colors and combinations of 
colors are known. Frequently found 
but its popularity is being replaced 
by Caledonia and Columbus. 





dark blues of the 1820s; the lighter 
colors of the 1830s; the clear en- 
graving transfer Ironstones of the 
1840s; the flowing color Ironstones 
of the 1850s; and the Gaudy Iron- 
stones running through 1860. 

Among the hundreds of potteries 
in England during these years, only 
a small percentage catered to the 
American trade. Of these, a few are 


Caledonia, 1830-1840, subject possibly 
suggested by Scott’s Ivanhoe; generally 
pink or purple, but in black, sepia, yel- 
low-green, and light blue as well; green 
generally used in center in combination 
with some other color in the border. 
Each article bears a view of stag hunt. 
ing. More color combinations were used 
in this pattern than any other. Fairly 
common and very popular. 





Bologna, 1830-1840, named for an Italian 
city; generally pink, purple, or light blue 
but occasionally in other colors.

Hollow articles were not made 
in this pattern. Fairly common but not 
very popular. 


still in operation, with the Adams and 
Wood firms heading the list. While 
the Wedgwood firm holds the position 
of the most important English potter 
to the American trade today, it was 
late in the field, getting underway 
after the Columbian Exposition in 
1893 with a series of medium dark 
blue historical plates made for Jones, 
McDuffie and Stratton of Boston. 
Ridgway, Spode, and Copeland are 
among other potters who have ex- 
ported to America over a long period. 

About fifty years ago a book of in- 
terest to china collectors was pub- 
lished. This was about the Adams 
family and titled “Ten Generations 
of a Potting Family.” It is somewhat 
of a genealogy, but it is also a record 
of the wide range of pottery and 
porcelain made by that family. 
Among other ware, they made a re- 
lief decorated jasper that rivals any- 
thing produced by Wedgwood, but 
little of that found its way to our 
shores. What they specialized in for 
the American market was printed 
transfer ware. 

Probably all of the dark blues were 
made by Wm. Adams at Stoke. Most 
of the pinks and other colors were 
made at Tunstall after the firm be- 
came Wm. Adams & Sons. Occasion- 
ally a piece of Bee Hive, or an extra 
large Sower cup and saucer, is found 
with the Wm. Adams eagle-in-circle 
mark, but the straight line capital 
letter ‘“‘ADAMS” mark has been used 
for many years. 

The best known and one of the 
most attractive of all series in dark 
blue is Adams’ Regent Park series, 
made to commemorate the Corona- 
tion of the Prince Regent as George 
IV in 1820. This was produced in a 
large dinner set with an attractive 
foliage border and different views on 
the various sizes of articles. In cur- 
rent news reports, we still read of 
some of these places pictured in this 
series — Clarence Terrace, Regent 
Street, York Gate and others. One 
American View is decorated with the 
same border, Mitchell Freeman’s 
China & Glass Warehouse, Chatham 
Street, Boston. 

Other series in dark blue are 
Flower & Leaves border (24 views); 
Rocks and Foliage border (9 views); 
Bluebell border (20 views); Foliage & 
Scroll border (4 views), and miscel- 
laneous dark blue subjects (10 
views). 

While the Adams blue ware is im- 
pressive, it is for the many lighter 
colored series, especially in pink, that 
Adams is best known. Many of these 
light colored patterns are attracting 
a great deal of attention today—so 
much that some of them are bringing 
higher prices at auction than are 
many historical blues. 

Adams did very good transfer 
work, and one seldom finds a smeared 
transfer. The colors are uniformly 
good, and so is the glaze, though it 
is inclined to wear on the rim. A 
range of beautiful colors was used— 
varying shades of carmine (pink),

Columbus, 1830-1840, gen- 
erally pink, but also in 
urple, sepia, black, light 
blue, and blue green; pur- 
ple is particularly attrac- 
tive. This series clearly 
illustrates that even at 
such late date many people 
still believed Columbus 
had discovered a section of 
the Far East or Africa as 
noted by the peculiar head- 
dress of natives, odd shrub- 
pag and African animals 
in border. Fairly common 
and very popular. 
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Sower, 1830-1840, subject suggested 
by a Franklin moral maxim; gen- 
erally pink but occasionally in sepia, 
black, purple and light blue. Large 
quantities are in collections but 
comparatively little is found in 
shops; especially difficult to assem- 
ble matching sets of cups and 
saucers, and either of the two sizes 
of coffee or chocolate pots are dif- 
ficult to find, It is generally believed 
this pattern was intended for use 
with the American Views series 
which did not include all pieces. 
While not marked by pattern name, 
the title Sower is most often used, 





Andalusia, 1830-1840, name derived from 
a section of Southern Spain; generally 
pink, but also in other colors, shades, 
and combinations of colors; each article 
decorated with a _ different view of 
mounted ladies and gentlemen hunting 
with whippets. The shape (the same used 
for the American Views and Unmarked 
Pink series) shows flat border, thick 
mold, scalloped rim. Only plates, platters 
and serving dishes—no cup plates—were 
made. Fairly common with large demand.

and purple, sepia, black, light blue, 
green, and combinations of these 
colors. 

It is true that more than one potter 
used the same mold designs, and 
it is quite possible that some firms 
made a business of furnishing molds 
for different potters, or they may 
have specialized in making blanks for 
other potteries to decorate, glaze, 
and do the final firing. However 
Adams—and the Hall and Wood firms 
also—were especially consistent with 
the shapes they used and the series 
of decorations put on those shapes. 
It is seldom that an article by Adams 
is found with the transfer appearing 
on other than its regular shape, or 
with the border of one pattern used 
with the center design of another, In 
the few instances in light colored 
wares where the center of one sub- 
ject and the border of another is used 
in combinations of color, it may be 
considered a “photographical” error. 

Collectors are assembling sets of 
the various china patterns, picking 
up a piece at a time, just as they have 
of the various patterns in pressed 
glass. Some collect a single pattern in 
a single color, or color variations of 
the same pattern, or different pat- 
terns in the same color, and the like. 
It will be interesting to see where 
competitive buying will send prices. 
Those for dark blue have been rather 
steady for a number of years, but 
auction prices for the lighter colored 
patterns, now coming into increased 
popularity, are so variable as to be 
termed erratic. 

The lighter patterns made _ in 
various colors and color combinations 
attracting present attention, with the 
pieces in which they were made, 
include:

Other patterns by Adams might be 
listed here, but these seem to include 
the most popular and sought for pat- 
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terns. The pinks, purples, and color 
combinations command a price ap- 
proximately 20 to 25 per cent higher 
than other colors. 

Adams made three historical tea 
sets, too, in the lighter colors: Log 
Cabin, with medallions of Maj. Gen’l. 
W. H. Harrison in the border; New 
York; and one that is very little 
known, Washington. 

Several of the subjects in the Clews 
Hudson River series occur with the 
Adams impress mark, and two bord- 
ers used by Clews, also occur with 
the Adams mark—Bluebell and Foli- 
age & Scroll. It appears that when 
the Clews firm left England — to 
eventually found the financial house 
by that name in the United States— 
they were owing money to Adams, 
and turned over engravings and other 
potting supplies to Adams on account. 

Also made during the 1830-1840 
period was the very popular Red Rose 
pattern of Gaudy Staffordshire. Din- 
ner, tea, and toilet sets were pro- 
duced. This is an extremely attractive 
ware and competition for it is very 
keen. As with much china made for 
the American trade, most that is 
found appears in new condition — 
proof that it was kept for beauty and 
decoration rather than used for 
everyday purposes. 

Spatter also is included in the 
category of Gaudy Staffordshire, and 
Adams made a great deal of it in a 
number of patterns. Some was pro- 
duced during the 1830s, but most of 
Adams Spatter ware was made dur- 
ing the 1840s. It is seldom that a 
marked piece of Spatter is found, but 
when one does turn up, the straight 
line ADAMS impressed mark is us- 
ually the marks it bears. 

After Victoria was crowned, the 
economic position of England im- 
proved, and many more potters 
sought the American trade with var- 
ious series and patterns in Ironstone. 
Ridgway, Meigh, Godwin, Morely, and 
Mellor, Venables & Co, were among 
those making series of historical 
views. 

Adams, however, confined their 
production of Ironstone to named 
patterns, such as Abbey, Athens, 
Cassino, Columbia, Cyrene, Genoa, 
Isola Belle, and Jedoo. They produced 
dinner and tea sets in light blue, 
purple, pink, mulberry, and sepia in 
either clear transfer or flowing colors. 
No pieces have been observed that 
had enamel applied on top of the 
glaze, though it is possible that some 
were made. The shape of the Adams 
Ironstone pieces made from 
1840-1860 is generally octa- ie 
gonal, or sided.

Into this house on the northeast corner of Kighth and Jackson Streets in Springfield, 
Illinois, the only home he ever owned, Abraham Lincoln moved with his wife and 
young son Robert in May 1844. It was to remain the Lincoln residence for seventeen 
years, until the move was made to the White House in February 1861. Here Lincoln’s 
three younger sons were born, Edward Baker (“Eddie”) in 1846, William Wallace 
(“Willie”) in 1850, and Thomas (“Tad”) in 1853, and here little Eddie died in 1850. 
In the summer of 1860, political processions streamed past its doors, the rooms were 
filled with important people and important talk, and pictures of the house—and the 
crowds—began to appear in periodicals and newspapers throughout the nation. 
Leslie’s Illustrated Newspaper of March 9, 1861, described it as an “edifice painted 
of a pale chocolate color, with window blinds of deep green,” and “on the front is 
a black door plate on which, in silvered Roman characters, is inscribed the magical 
name ‘A. Lincoln’”. In 1952, the house was again painted the same Quaker brown as

N MAY 2, 1844, Abraham Lincoln 
completed the purchase of “the 
little brown cottage” at the corner 
of Eighth and Jackson Streets, not 
far from his law office, in Springfield, 
Illinois, This was a one story and a 
half dwelling, built in 1839, on a 50 
by 152 foot lot, and was owned at the 
time of purchase by the Rev. Charles 
Dresser, the Episcopal rector who 
had married the Lincolns two years 
previously. The purchase price of 
$1,500 included a lot on Adams Street 
valued at $300. 
The house was sturdily constructed 
of native woods—oak for framework 





it was in Lincoln’s day. 





Mary Todd Lincoln spent many hours in this family sitting 
room with her needle. All the elaborate shitt fronts that Mr. 
Lincoln, like other gentlemen of the day, affected were made by 
her skillful hands, as well as apparel for herself and her boys. 
With only one servant—the hourehold help problem was even 


then acute—Mrs, Lincoln managed her various household 

ies, assuming the cooking and sewing herself. Before the 
Lincolns left for Washington, their household effects including 
“Parlor and Chamber Sets, Carpets, Sofas, Chairs, Wardrobes, 
Bureaus, Bedsteads, Stoves . . . etc.” were offered for private 
sale. Some pieces bought by the Tiltons, who had rented the 
house, were taken by them to Chicago in 1869 and subsequently 
lost in the Great Fire of 1871. However, many other original 
pieces, which eventually had found their way to private Lincoln 
collectors and museums, have during the past several decades 
been gradually returned t» the home, and have served as a 
nucleus in restoring the house as nearly as possible to its ap- 
pearance while the Lincolns lived there.

When Abraham Lincoln was formally notified of his nomina- 
tion to the presidency in this parlor on May 19th, 1860, the 
room looked much as it does today. On the last night the 
Lincolns occupied the house, February 6, 1861—they moved to 
the Chenery House for their’ last few days in Springfield—a 
grand public levee was held, from 7 p.m. to midnight. Hundreds 
of guests were greeted by Mr. Lincoln as they entered, and 
were passed on to the parlor where Mrs. Lincoln was receiving. 
Her gown for the occasion was of white moire antique silk 
with a beautiful full train, and a dainty collar of French lace. 
Her headdress was a “tasteful” vine arrangement. Present 
wallpapers, carpets, curtains, stoves, and mantel garnitures fol- 
low closely the drawings of the various rooms as they appeared 
in Leslie’s Weekly in 1861. These sketches, along with con- 
temporary descriptions of the rooms, have been invaluable not 
only in the selection of furniture for the restoration, but also 
in arranging it according to Mrs. Lincoln’s pattern. 
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laths, black walnut for doors, door 
frames and weather boarding. 
Wooden pegs were used in the build- 
ing, supplemented with only a few 
handmade nails. 

Like other Illinois houses of its 
day, there were no fly screens, no 
sash weights in the windows. It was 
heated by wood fires and lighted by 
oil lamps. There was no inside plumb- 
ing. Wood to be chopped for the fires 
was piled in the back yard near the 
pump that furnished water, and the 
carriage house stood at the end of 
the lot. 

It was, however, a very comfort- 
able house, no more inconvenient than 
others of its time, with spacious 
downstairs rooms, Gradually the Lin- 
colns began to make improvements. 
In 1850 a brick wall and fence was 
built along the front of the property, 
and five years later this was extended 
along the Jackson Street side for 
about a quarter of the length of the 
lot, and finished with a high board 
fence to the carriage house. In 1856, 
at a cost of $1,300, Mrs. Lincoln had 
the house raised to a full two stories, 
keeping the front staircase which was 
part of the 1839 structure. 

When the Lincolns moved on to the 
White House in 1861, the house was 
rented to Lucian Tilton, head of the 
Great Western railroad (now the 
Wabash) at $350 a year. The Tiltons 
continued to live there after Lincoln’s 
assassination until they moved to 
Chicago in 1869. The next tenant, 
George H. Harlow, private secretary 
to Gov. Richard J. Oglesby, city 
editor of the Illinios State Journal, 
and Secretary of State for two terms, 
occupied the house until 1880, Then 
for three years Dr. Gustav Wend- 
landt, physician and later editor of a 
German-language newspaper, lived 
there. 

In 1883, Osborn H. Oldroyd rented 
the home and made it a museum for 
his extensive collection of Civil War 
relics and Lincoln mementoes. He 
was instrumental in persuading Rob- 
ert Todd Lincoln to give the property 
to the State of Illinois, and the deed 
for this gift was recorded July 29, 
1887. Oldroyd was named custodian 
and so remained until, in 1893, he 
moved his collection to Washington, 
D. C., where he later sold it to the 
federal government. 

Of recent years, the State of Illi- 
nois has furthered extensive recon- 
ditioning of the house, and now the 
entire second floor and kitchen, as 
well as the parlors and sitting rooms, 
are open to the public. In this restora- 
tion, headed by historical consultant 
Richard Hagen, the State of Illinois 
has been assisted by the Abraham 
Lincoln Association of Springfield and 
the National Society of the 
Colonial Dames of America in ie 
Tllinois.

Transportation extra. 
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Adjust Your Antique Bed To Modern Living 


By ETHEL 


ODAY’S collector of antique furniture may long for 
an antique rope-style bedstead, but will shy away 
from its purchase for what he deems practical reasons. 
For one thing, the old bedstead, when furnished with 
present day box springs and mattresses, makes up very 
high. The modern man has no inclination to descend from 
his bed by bedsteps that may, or may not, be where he 
thinks they are—-he wants to swing his legs neatly over 
the side and into his slippers with the minimum of motion. 
For another, antique bedsteads are short—none of them 
more than six feet long. Such a bed, he feels, can neither 
be made up properly nor can he lie comfortably in it. 
Though a present-day spring and mattress can be forced 
into an antique bed, it will be impossible to put one’s 
hand between the mattress and the headboard or foot- 
board to adjust the bed linens. And only within our own 
time have bedrails been manufactured long enough for 
the tall man to stretch out in bed at full length. 
Originally these bedsteads were built high so that a 
trundle bed could be pushed under them during the day, 























TO LENGTHEN 


To lengthen a bedrail by splicing weakens it. Rather, 
remove the iron hook plates from the bedpost and insert 
them in a new two inch extension block. Fasten one of 
these blocks to each bedpost, head and foot, and you will 
have converted your bed to the standard six foot four inch 
length. 


TO LOWER 


Frequently the pear-shaped feet on the old rope bed- 
steads are found to have been sawed off at some time or 
other in an effort to bring the bed closer to the floor. In 
such case, these feet should be replaced. Plug the round 
threaded hole in the bedpost with a piece of maple, either 
square or round, about 1% inches thick, and sand smooth. 
Then insert the steel hook plate flush with the surface of 
the post. 

Rails are made from 1%x1% inch angle iron. A local 
blacksmith can bend the iron at right angles, and the

but with corn husk or straw mattresses or feather beds, 
they still made up low enough to get in and out of with 
ease. Perhaps, as statistics seem to show, there were fewer 
six-footers in olden times, and length was of no great 
concern, Certainly it was the custom for longsters, at 
least, to use a great many pillows and bolsters, and sleep 
in a semi-sitting position. 

However, there is no need for anyone to by-pass the old 
style bed on account of these apparent disadvantages, for 
they can be easily overcome 

For those who can use a short bed, and have no objection 
to bedsteps-—growing children delight in them—there are 
specialists* who make up springs and mattresses expressly 
for off-size antique beds. 

For those who demand a standard spring and mattress, 
the methods illustrated here for adjusting length and width 
and height are simple enough to be attempted by the home 
craftsman, or are easily performed by any cabinet- 
maker. i

hooks can be either welded or bolted onto the ends. The 
rails should finish 6 feet 4 inches in length, and the drop 
can be as low as desired. Since these beds are usually 
narrow, if it seems the mattress will overhang the rail, 
use a shorter brace so it will not interfere with the spring. 
The hook shown here is 6 inches in length, and a very 
good one, made by a commercial manufacturer.* 

Diagram shows angle iron bent, with bed hooks and brace 
affixed, ready to slip into the hook plate.

TO WIDEN 


If your antique bed is not wide enough to allow the 
modern springs to go down between the rails, fasten a 
new slat strip to the bedrail % inch down. When the slat 
is placed upon it, the slat will be even with the top rail, 
as shown above. The mattress will overhang about an 
inch on each side, but when the bedding is in place this 
is not noticeable.

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First prize in Alexandria, Virginia, Yester Year Contest, went 
to The Hobby Horse window, a shop which carries children’s 
clothes and toys. Most of the items used in “The Old Fashioned 
Tea Party” were loaned to Mrs. Kenneth A. Kemp, manager 
of the store, by Miss Esther Green, who rummaged her Alex- 
andria family attic for the child’s tea table and chairs, the tiny 
Limoges dishes, and many of the toys, banks, and doll house 
furniture pieces which fascinated window gazers. Note the 
old marble game, and the black bearskin rug. Second prize 
went to Shuman’s Bakers “Fixin’s for an Old Fashioned Fruit 
Cake.” Their last year’s winning window was pictured in Spin- 
ning Wheel, March °57.

The window of People’s Drug Store transported the passer-by 
into the Stabler-Leadbeater Apothecary Shop, the second oldest 
drug store in the United States and longest in operation. (The 
George Washingtons were among early customers.) In the fore- 
ground, with identifying placards, were original scales, mortars 
and pestles, jugs, bottles, and medicinal herbs loaned by the 
Leadbeater Apothecary Shop Museum. The charcoaled back- 
drop was authentically reproduced from an old sketch, post card 
size, of the actual Leadbeater Apothecary Shop. 





Reminiscent of early hospital days was the window of the 
Twig Thrift Shop, operated by the Twig Junior Auxiliary of the 
Alexandria Hospital, with proceeds going for needed hospital 
equipment and nursing scholarships. Shown were the cap and 
high-cuffed striped uniform introduced in the Alexandria Hos- 
pital in 1896, an old hinged wooden examining table of 1880, 
and a Morrison dental chair, complete with fringed plush seat 
and brass cuspidor.

Winning Window Displays 


HEN the proceeds of an antiques show are to be 

used for local welfare—and the show becomes of 
civic consequence—an unusual opportunity is presented 
for community participation, particularly in the advance 
publicity. One facet of such civic cooperation which not 
only advertises the show, but also focuses interest on the 
area as a whole, lies in the use of tie-in window displays 
by local merchants and business concerns. 

For such displays to be effective, considerable planning 
and effort is necessary. Sometimes an active civic organ- 
ization, or the benefiting group, can share this respon- 
sibility with the show committee. In proportion to the 
number of people actively participating in such back- 
ground promotion, interest in the show—in the project— 
and in antiques—widens dramatically. 

In Alexandria, Virginia, where the proceeds of the 
annual Antiques Show sponsored by the John Alexander 
Chapter, D.A.R., are used for nursing scholarships, Police 
Boys’ camperships and other youth educational activities, 
it is the Junior Chamber of Commerce, also concerned in 
such interests, which has assumed sponsorship of a ““Yester 
Year” Window Display Contest among Alexandria mer- 
chants. The show committee backs the contest in its own 
publicity, encouraging walking tours through the down- 
town area to view the Yester Year windows, as well as 
show attendance. The whole town has come to take a 
personal pride in the contest windows—and the Alex- 
andria Show becomes an anticipated event. 

This year thirty Alexandria merchants entered the 
contest. Some of the winning windows, selected by Sydney 
W. Haken, Window Display Manager, The Hecht Co., 
Washington, D. C., George Flynn, Antiques Editor, Wash- 
ington Star, Marcia Ray, Assistant to the Publisher, The 
Spinning Wheel, and Mrs. A. Wayne Hawks, representing 
Alexandria women’s interests and activities. are 
pictured here. Two bronze plaques and _ several 9 
honorable mentions were awarded.

Florence, Kentucky 
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Miniature Portraits In Glass Rods 


By ALBERT CHRisTIAN REvI 


HE first portrait rods had their genesis in ancient ~ 


Palestine about the 2nd-l1st century B.C. At that time 
Syrian and Jewish glassworkers were producing rods of 
glass with miniature portraits traversing the length of the 
rod, Cross-section disks cut from these rods were used 
to make beads and other jewelry. Crude as these portraits 
may seem to be when compared to 19th century rods, they 
were nevertheless honest attempts at producing good like- 
nesses even to the use of color for the lips and hair. The 
obvious efforts to define such features as the nose, mouth, 
hair, eyes and brows were remarkable accomplishments 
for this early period in glass history. (Fig. 1) 

About 1845 Pietro Baggliagi, a Venetian glass manu- 
facturer, produced at his works in Murano millefiori 
articles in which he used portrait rods, silhouette rods

and the conventional millefiori rods. The Baggliagi por- 
trait rods were crude, not much better than the ancient 
Syrian and Jewish rods. The portrait rods produced some 
twenty years later show a marked improvement. 

In 1869 two Venetian glassworkers named Franchini 
and Moretti produced portraits in rods of glass the phy- 
sical details of which were remarkable indeed. (Fig. 2) 

The molecular constitution of Venetian glass is such 
that it will melt or fuse at a comparatively low tempera- 
ture. This factor allowed a freedom of manipulation not 
obtainable with heavier metals such as flint or lead 
glasses. 

In producing portrait murrini the various features of 
the physiognomy and costume were made up separately, the 
separate parts being composed of tiny glass rods of various

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shades and colors no thicker than the lead from an ordi- 
nary pencil. These tiny colored rods of glass were ar- 
ranged and bound together before being subjected to heat 
which fused the rods into a single unit. These separate 
units, while still in a plastic state, were drawn out into 
long rods, diminishing in size but always retaining their 
original design and shape. The facial features, eyes, nose, 
mouth, beard, or mustache (Fig. 3), were placed in posi- 
tion in a mold and the rest of the countenance filled in 
with tiny flesh colored rods of glass. As many as four 
different skin tones were used giving the finished portrait 
a realism never before attained in a glass rod. 

The costumes were also composed of separately made 
parts. (Fig. 4) These parts were arranged in a mold with 
the face and the uniform coloring filled in with tiny glass 
rods. When completely assembled the mold and its con- 
tents were subjected to intense heat which fused the rods 
and the separate parts into one unit. The completed por- 
trait rod, before it was pulled to a great length and made 
dimunitive in detail, was about two to three inches long 
and about the diameter of a half dollar. 

In making the rod smaller the features remained ex- 
actly the same even though the rod itself was drawn out 
to a length of some 15 to 25 inches and was no thicker 
through than a pencil. 

If it were possible to examine at close hand the un- 
finished portrait of Garibaldi, shown in Figure 2, center, 
one would discover that the beard and hair are composed 
of tiny curls in three shades of brown, The rods that were 
used to make up the beard and hair, when examined 
under a strong glass, are seen to be made somewhat like 
a jellyroll cake. The effect is amazingly realistic.

Pieced Work and Applique Quilts at 
Shelburne Museum by Lilian Baker 
Carlisle. Published by The Shelburne 
Museum. 1957. $2.75. 

The quilt display at Shelburne Mu- 
seum has delighted thousands of 
visitors. With its more than 200 out- 
standing examples in applique and 
piece work or patch work, hand 
blocked designs, stencilled quilts, re- 
sist-dye fabrics, crewel work spreads, 
hooked wool coverlets and exquisite 
white on white quilted counterpanes, 
it is the largest selection of quilts and 
coverlets in America. 

Some 80 of these quilts, representa- 
tive of the thoroughly American 
pieced work and applique types of 
bed coverings, have been used to il- 
lustrate this catalogue of the Mu- 
seum collection. Like all Shelburne 
publications it is attractive in format, 
superbly illustrated, simply and fas- 
cinatingly written—and is definitely 
more than a catalogue. For those who 
have visited the collection, it will, of 
course, serve as a reference for re- 





call; for others, as well, it provides 
an inspiring study of American quilts 
and an opportunity to examine in 
illustrated detail the phases and pat- 
terns important in our quilt history. 

Because few quilts exist today that 
were made prior to the Revolutionary 
War — and machine products sup- 
planted handmade quilts within a few 
decades after the Civil War—most of 
the Shelburne quilts fall into the time 
period between these two wars, 

They have been gathered from all 
parts of the country—from the Nine- 
Patch Checkerboard, made by Lydia 
Mather in West Branch, Iowa, to 
Thirty-Two Birds, made in the family 
of Barbara Hundloser of Maryland 
and sold to raise money for the Con- 
federate soldiers, to Chintz Diagonals, 
“Done in Pendleton, South Carolina.” 

But whether the quilt pictured and 
described is Fox and Geese, made in 
Pennsylvania, or Rose of Sharon, 
fashioned in Vermont, the quilt pat- 
tern grapevine is evident, for most 
patterns are familiar to all sections.

- yet no clue appears as to the occasion when the quilt was 


presented, for whom it was intended or in what part of the country it was made. 
Some blocks bear a single name, others as many as 13. Most are husband and wife 
combinations. Only one block signed “Grandma Brotherton 80 yrs. old” gives any 


descriptive material. 
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Even the early LeMoyne Star, named 
in Louisiana for the LeMoyne Broth- 
ers, duly unpopular in New England 
(Pierre captured three James Bay 
posts in Canada from the English in 
1686 and Jean Baptiste founded New 
Orleans in 1718 and set about to ex- 
tend French rule along the Missis- 
sippi) came to be a popular and wide- 
spread pattern after the Louisiana 
Purchase in 1803, though occasionally 
it was called Lemon Star by house- 
wives unfamiliar with French pro- 
nunciation. 

Descriptions given of the pattern 
variations are extremely helpful in 
determining names of patterns which 
may vary in different localities, The 
Star of Bethlehem, for example, was 
also known as Rising Sun, and to 
modern quilters it may be familiar 
as the Lone Star of Texas. The Log 
Cabin quilts, popular after the Civil 
War, when even the smallest frag- 
ment of material was treasured and 
used, are pictured in Courthouse 
Steps, Windmill Blades, and in the 
Barn Raising, a pattern purported to 
contain 9792 pieces. A second version 
of Barn Raising is shown where colors 
and shades are so manipulated in the 
same pattern as to produce an en- 
tirely different effect. 

Album and autograph quilts, remi- 
niscent of happy gatherings when 
friends met to design and sew their 
own squares and mark them with 
their names in indelible ink as a 
special occasion gift, are amply il- 
lustrated. The comment on this in- 
delible ink, which has weathered the 
years surprisingly well, gives a side- 
light on behind-the-scenes prepara- 
tion. While Godey’s Lady Book gave 
recipes for small quantities of black 
ink, Bronson’s Domestic Manufac- 
turer’s Assistant and Family Direc- 
tory (published 1817) started off: 
“Take one gallon of soft water” and 
continued through a week’s proces- 
sing before the ink could be “strained 
through a coarse linen cloth for use.” 

The sensation such a pamphlet 
would have caused among housewives 
in 1850 is beyond speculation. Though 
its chief value today lies in its as- 
sembled history of patchwork pat- 
terns of the past, we have no doubt 
it will inspire a goodly number of 
twentieth century quilters to 
search out some “winter piece- be 
work.” 


Woodworking Tools at Shelburne Mu- 
seum, by Frank H. Wildung. Published 
by Shelburne Museum, 1957, $2.50. 


Many of the more than 1600 early 
woodworking tools in the Shelburne 
Museum, common in days when 
everything in America was made by 
hand, are unfamiliar now, In this 
recently published 80-page museum 
catalog, some 300 examples of un- 
usual interest tools have been se- 
lected to tell, in picture and story, 
how early settlers built, what tools 
they used, and how they used them. 
Thirty-seven major classifications dare 


covered, from adzes to veneer ham- 
mers, from woodworker’s floats to 
shaving horses. 

Many of the tools, crude in early 
days, changed subtly with the years 
to become more serviceable. This 
evolution is fully traced, with illus- 
trations, in several instances, as in 
the development of the wooden bit 
stock of the 1700s, made from the 
vertical section of a hollow tree, to 
the 2-jaw bit stock with metal head 
used by coach builders of the 1880s. 

The same careful research and de- 
tailed treatment is given each clas- 
sification, whether it be the set of 
tools used for making wooden water 
pipe, or the great 7-foot pit saws, the 
splitting froes, shakes shavers, or the 
planes of many purposes. In fact, all 
the tools needed to build the average 
house of 125 years ago—and to fur- 
nish it—are pictured and described. 

Bowlmaker’s tools, for instance, 
are described in this manner: 


Bowlmaker’s Tools 


Round bowls have been turned on a 
turning lathe for centuries, but early 
oblong bowls, such as butter making 
bowls and bread trows were always 
formed by hand. 

First the small hand adze, shown in 
Figure 1, was used for chopping out the 





bulk of the wood not wanted. This adze 
is only 5 inches long. Then the round 
shave, Figure 2, called scorper was used 





in the preliminary finishing. This has a 
diameter of 3 inches. After this opera- 
tion, small pieces of glass were used as 
scrapers, for putting on the final finish 
to the wood. Sycamore, beech, maple and 
bireh were the woods customarily used 
for making bowls. The piece selected 
was roughly shaped while the wood was 
green, and then slowly dried. After it 
was thoroughly dry it was finally 
finished.

Pomona Glass Imitations 


By Dororny M. Hoskins 


MITATIONS of New England 

Glass Company’s Pomona Glass 
are not plentiful, nor are they good. 
Of all the nineteenth century Art 
Glass, Pomona appears to have given 
the would-be copyists most trouble. 
This is easily understandable when 
the amount of hand labor required 
to fashion this delicate glass is con- 
sidered. It was not a glass that made 
its own beauty by methods of firing 
or of casing or plating, nor did it de- 
pend upon color in any sense to make 
it attractive. Rather it was the 
meticulous skill and care with tiny 
tools which produced the elegance of 
form and finish that set Pomona 
apart. 

Only once so far have I seen an 
imitation that across the room I 
thought to be Pomona. A closer step 
disillusioned me and I bought it—to 
help disillusion others. It is the squat 
little creamer pictured here. This is 
the right size for a Pomona creamer; 
it has a stained ruffle; and it has a 
garland around its chubby stomach. 
But the ruffle is a badly stained 
honey, thick and clumsy, not pleated 
but just pressed into eight rounded 
petals, and not scalloped at the base. 
The garland has blue-stained acorns 
with poorly tinted honey color oak 
leaves, and the body—the ground—is 
smooth and silky! 

However, I am sure there are many 
pieces of glass like it, for the firm 
that made it must have gone to a lot 
of trouble to imitate the general look 
of Pomona almost as soon as the real 
glass was put on the market in 1884. 
Collectors need only remember that 
New England Glass Company never 
used acorns—nor a satin-smooth body 
—on Pomona. 

An even less good imitation is a 
rather elaborate glass offered in 
many shapes—syrups (illustrated), 
pitchers, tumblers, salts—which I be- 














lieve Pomona did not offer—and 
bowls. The decoration defeats its own 
end. It is nearly always in relief, with 
raised ribs on the base and sometimes 
on the necks of pieces. The middle 
section for a few inches is silkily 
frosted, with a passion vine and 
flower in high relief, and a dull yellow 
stain applied haphazardly to buds and 
leaves. This may have been quite 
golden-yellow when newly applied but 
the years have taken much of the 
color. I do not know positively that 
this particular glass was never listed 
in catalogues as “Mid-Western Po- 
mona” or as “Pomona” with any 
other qualifying adjective. I do know 
it is being advertised and sent by 
dealers to me as Pomona at this time. 

Still another example of glass con- 
sidered by some, erroneously, to be 
Pomona, is the tiny frosted, enamelled 
miniature pitcher illustrated. Its 
ground work is very rough, its han- 
dle very golden and its little flower 
and rim very beet root in color, A 
thick line of white enamel surrounds 
everything. Since Pomona is never en- 
amelled, never stained amethyst, and 
never has a ground frosted in this 
manner, this is a very good example 
of what Pomona is not! 

The most recent piece of truly 
imitation Pomona to reach me is a 
seven-inch celery holder in poor qual- 
ity glass, silky smooth to the finger 
tips, heavily and enormously thumb- 
printed, and rimmed two inches deep 
with a tawdry, metallic gold. Instead 
of a delicately pleated or gauffered 
rim, this piece had eight petals cut 
sharply with shears in a mechanical 
fashion. True Pomona petals and 
pleats always look as if careful fin- 
gers had manipulated them like pie- 
crust. It could have passed for an 
inexpensive piece of satin glass had 
it not brashly imitated the general 
make-up of Pomona, more offensive 


The three pieces illustrated have all been 
offered for sale to the author as genuine 
Pomona. The syrup has an applied handle 
turned up quite nicely at the tip, its tin cover 
and spring are old and intact; the miniature 
pitcher has a rough ground and yellow handle; 
the garlanded creamer is in the Pomona 
shape—yet all of them are but poor imitations 
of the beautiful and delicate Pomona made 
by the New England Glass Company. 
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to the collector than if an enamel or 
relief design had been used. 

Other imitations, contemporary 
with the original, have not appeared 
on the market so far as I can dis- 
cover, and what are now called “re- 
productions” instead of “imitations,” 
coming in from foreign countries, are 
not yet reported. Perhaps one reason 
that Pomona is apparently not being 
copied today is because it is not ex- 
tremely colorful, and another, that 
even a crude attempt to imitate the 
engraved ground would mean hand- 
work that today’s high hand-labor 
costs could not profitably under- 
take, and that cheaper labor i 
could not perform,

ren, in 1942, when wartime restric- 
tions on paper spelled the doom of the 
72-year old firm. 

Early Howland valentines may be 
recognized by a small red “H” on 
the back and the Whitney valentines 
similarly bear a small red ‘“‘W.” 

In the field of comic valentines the 
name of A. J. Fisher, New York, 
stands well at the top. Fisher was a 
lithographer who started the manu- 
facture of sentimental valentines in 
1835. These were single sheets or 
folders with hand colored lithographic 
illustrations. It is probable that he be- 
gan producing lithographed comics 
in the early 1840s. Comics had been 
going strong since the beginning of 
the 19th century in England where 
A. Park, in London, was turning out 
Hand-colored wood-block prints which 
are now collectors’ prizes. 

Fisher sold out his business in the 
1870s to Whitney who disliked comics 
and is believed to have turned over 
Fisher’s great stock of finished comics 
and plates to McLoughlin Brothers, 
New York. Other pioneers in the val- 
entine field in New York and well 
known manufacturers of comics were 
Elton & Co., Thomas W. Strong, 
Charles Huestis and Charles Magnus. 

Comic valentines are believed to 
have been inspired by the political 
caricatures of late eighteenth century 
artists and it is probable they were 
being circulated well before 1800. 
Francesco Bartolozzi, famous en- 
graver and etcher who died in 1813, 
engraved many valentine plates, some 
of them of a humorous nature, as did 
other well known artists of the era. 
The comic valentine was intensely 
popular up until the early 1900s. 
Production, as a staple item, ip 
ceased about 1909.

Post Cards with 
Baek Label Interest 


By Giapys A. Meynick 


HIEF of the charms of collecting 

post cards — a hobby that has 
grown by leaps and bounds these last 
few years—is in the extensive choice 
for specialization they present. Wher- 
ever his interest may lie—in classical 
art, history, sports, geography, or 
social patterns—the collector will find 
post cards to supplement his reading 
and research. That post cards are still 
easy to find, inexpensive to buy, and 
require small storage or display space 
make them popular with collectors. of 
all ages, from the youngest to the 
oldest. 

For those who like to trace the 
changes through the years—and what 
antiquer is not interested in the be- 
ginnings of things—early post cards, 
on which attention is focused on the 
back or label rather than on the view, 
can be assembled into worthwhile and 
educational collections. 
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On such cards, the back label, 
elaborately printed, may read “‘Souve- 
nir’, ‘Private Mailing Card”, or “Mail 
Card”, allowing only for the address 
beneath. On the face, there will often 
be multiple views, with space for a 
short message introduced by such 
words as “‘Souvenir from’’, “Greetings 
from”, or “Gruss aus’’. Often the ap- 
pearance of the back is more artistic 
than the face. Occasionally such a card 
will be found with a small picture 
used on the back, the face blank. 

Some of the foreign view cards, 
printed before 1890, which fall into 
this category, bear such labels as 
“Deutsche Reichspost”, “Union Pos- 
tale Universelle, Republica Argen- 


tina’, “Cartolina Postale’, “Corres- 

pondenz-Karte’”’.

in the United States. The first real 
impetus to post card collecting here 
came during the Columbian Exposition 
at Chicago in 1893. 

Pre-official postal cards (four in the 
set) proved so popular with visitors 
to the Exposition that a number of 
sets of ten or twelve cards were pre- 
pared on the government “Postal 
Card, Scott UX 10”. One of these, 
showing three of the’ magnificent 
buildings on the face is back-labelled 
“A World’s Columbian Exposition 
Souvenir Postal Card” above pictures 
of George R. Davis, Director General, 
and Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of 
the Board of Lady Managers. Because 
of the popularity of the cards, differ- 
ent sets with variations were prepared 
and sold throughout the period of cele- 
bration, which was attended by more 
than 21,500,000. For later 19th cen- 
tury exposition also souvenir postal 
cards were made and sold in quantity. 
Today these cards, of historical sig- 
nificance, are in demand. 

Other early post cards that add 
interest, and perhaps value, to a col- 


lection are such unusuals as “Private 
Mailing Cards” put out by the A. 
Selige Souvenir Co. of St. Louis, bear- 
ing a message signed by A. Selige, 
Secretary, or a vignetted view of Old 
Faithful, Yellowstone Park, signed by 
the photographer with his mesasge. 
By 1907, the label became simplified 
to “Post Card”. This was used exten- 
sively with a dividing line separating 
the address and the space for the 
message. The view on the face con- 
sequently became larger, since the 
message was allowed for on the back. 
From 1907 to 1915, numerous pub- 
lishers entered the field and produced 
thousands of fine cards with clear, 
attractive detail and excellent coloring 
on good quality paper. Greeting cards, 
too, for every occasion were printed. 
A few of the outstanding publishers 
of post cards whose names will be 
found on early cards are: The Amer- 
ican Souvenir Card Co., Arthur Liv- 
ingston, Arthur Strauss, J. Koehler, H. 
A. Rost Publishing Co., The Mter- 
national Art Publishing Co., Universal 
Postal Card Co., The [Illustrated 
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Postal Card Co., A. C. Bosselman & 
Co., and Paul C. Kroeber Co., all of 
New York; Theo. Presser of Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; V. O. Hammon, Minnea- 
polis, Minn., with the label, orange- 
yellow on pebbly paper with soft, deli- 
cate colors; M. Reider, Los Angeles; 
Edward H. Mitchell, San Francisco; 
and Portland Post Card Co. of Oregon. 

On foreign view and art post cards, 
such names appear as: Ernest Nister, 
Davidson Bros., Raphael Tuck and 
Sons, all of London; Kunst, Anstalt, 
Rosenblalt, Frankfort; J. Miesler, Ber- 
lin; Axel Eliassons, Stockholm; E. 
Ragozino, and E. Sborgi, both of Italy. 

Sought by collectors are the “Little 
Phostint Journeys” issued in 1913 by 
the Detroit Publishing Company. 
These Phostint sets, or volumes as 
they were called, were boxed in book- 
effect covers, and depicted historical 
places throughout the United States. 
On the cover appears, “For the past 
fifteen years, the discriminating 
traveler has sought the real cards of 
merit”. The cards are beautiful, pure, 
brilliant, and unsurpassed in color. 
There were 39 volumes of 40 cards 
each. Any complete group, such as 
“The Land of Ponce De Leon, Vol. 
36”, for example, is an educational 
addition to a collection, and of much 
more value than a scattering of dif- 
ferent views by many publishers. 

To find post cards either to begin 
or to continue a collection is not 
difficult. Advertisements in local news- 
papers or antiques magazines such as 
“Spinning Wheel” will bring quick 
responses. At hobby or antiques shows 
there are always quantities to be 
found. If cards are purchased by the 
lot—and many are sold in that fashion 
—there are almost always some cards 
included to fit each specialized collec- 
tion, Post cards may vary in price 
from a penny or less apiece to five or 
ten cents depending on rarity. Occa- 
sionally an especially choice card will 
bring a higher price. 

Because of the regrettable number 
of cards destroyed each year, it is im- 
portant to spread the word among 
friends and acquaintances that post 
cards have collecting value. By hear- 
ing post cards “talked up”, owners of 
boxes and albums of cards, tucked 
away for years, may realize, for the 
first time, that there is a place for 
them in a collection—and may 
themselves be incited to engage i 
in this satisfying pursuit.

Shoot 
That Hat 
Bank 


NE of the deepest joys a collector 
can know comes at that moment 
when, after he has studied his latest 
find, traced its history, located its 
patent papers, and put it in proper 
condition, he can say with assurance. 
“This is it—the true and complete 
story.” If he can add “and I helped 
to write it,” his cup runneth over. 
To arrive at a definitive conclusion 
is often simple, for others have al- 
ready laid the ground work, and his 
part is merely a checking of refer- 
ences. But occasionally he encounters 
something “entirely different’ in his 
category of collecting—and the spade 
work and fun that goes into the dig- 
ging is all his. Sometimes a conclusion 
is never quite reached, the hope of 
discovery always before him. But 
when, through his own efforts, the 
story ts completed, he knows that 
unique and altruistic satisfaction of 
having contributed to the sum total 
of assembled knowledge. 


This is the story of the Shoot That 
Hat Bank and the spade work of 
Mr. Lawrence A. Johnson of Syra- 
cuse, New York, who found the an- 
swers. 


“In September 1950,” writes Mr. 
Johnson, “I was asked to show my

collection of mechanical banks at the 
Onondaga County Antiques Fair in 
the Syracuse Museum of Fine Arts. 
A few days after the exhibit, I re- 
ceived a note from Gene Simpson of 
Canandaigua, suggesting that I drive 
out to look at a bank he had for sale. 
Though it was cracked and a piece 
was apparently missing, it was a bank 
I’d never seen before and I bought it. 
Gene, who sold veterinary supplies to 
farmers and stockmen, had once been 
in the antiques business on the side, 
picking up odds and ends from the 
farms as he travelled through the 
country. The bank, he said, had come 
from Miss Florence Kenyon, over 
near Richfield Springs. 


“Because I could find no informa- 
tion about this Shoot That Hat Bank 
in usual references, I showed it to 
two kind and helpful friends, both 
authorities on mechanical banks, 
William F. Ferguson of New Ro- 
chelle, New York, and Mr. Frank L. 
Ball of Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
They both had the same rather ex- 
citing thought about the bank, but 
urged me to consult Mr. Louis H. 
Hertz of Scarsdale, New York, the 
author of “Mechanical Toy Banks” 
for his added opinion. The three 
agreed that the bank was a real find. 
Although patent papers for it were 
part of mechanical bank lore, this 
was the first proof any of them had 
had that the Shoot That Hat Bank 
had actually been made and sold. 

“My next thought was to put the 
bank in condition, and I called on 
Miss Kenyon, the original owner, in 
hopes that she might still have the 
missing part, which patent papers 
showed to be a little hydrant. She was 
living on the same farm where she 
had been born seventy-six years be- 
fore. The bank, she told me, had been 
a gift to her brother Marshall on his 
seventh birthday in 1885 from an 
aunt in Cayuga County. It had prob- 
ably been purchased in either Utica 
or Syracuse. As for the missing hy- 
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drant. while she was sure “it must be 
around the house somewhere—we 
used it for years to prop up the win- 
dow when we wanted it open just a 
little way,” it was not to be found. 

I turned then to ancther good 
friend, retired Albert Wagstaff of 
Frankfort, N. Y., former head of 
International Heaters of Utica, who 
had learned his trade of pattern 
maker in his native England. Us- 
ing the measurements from the 
patent papers, he was able to mold 
the missing hydrant exactly and 
affix it in place. However, he agreed 
with Mr. Ferguson and Mr. Ball 
that the cracked plate should not 
be welded. To convince me, he tested 
the iron in the bank and found it 
definitely could not stand the heat 
necessary for welding—it would only 
melt and run like water. Instead, he 
cut a V-groove on the bottom of the 
cracked plate and ran a little solder 
into the groove. Upon this he soldered 
a thin piece over the crack.” 

Mr. Johnson adds that the story of 
the Shoot That Hat Bank is an ex- 
ample of the swiftness with which 
everyday household activties can dis- 
appear from scene and memory. It is 
also an example of the rewarding ad- 
ventures in discovery that await the 
inquiring collector and add zest 
and impetus to further col- te 
lecting. 





Miniature Portraits 
In Glass Rods 


[Continued from page 25) 


The Peacock rod (Fig. 5) was quite 
an accomplishment and required not 
less than 35 different operations to 
complete it. Each of the tail feathers 
is composed of several small rods in 
a multitude of colors. The body, feet, 
and head are also made up from num- 
erous glass rods alive with vibrant 
colors. The finished rod is about an 
inch in diameter; it was at least three 
inches in diameter originally and was 
reduced in size by drawing the rod 
out to a length of approximately 15 
inches while it was still hot and in 
a plastic state. 

The portrait rods were considered 
works of art and cross-section disks 
were sold to be set into gold jewelry, 
or several were arranged in a fitted 
velvet box for display. It is quite 
probable that sections of these rods 
were used in paperweights which 
were enjoying a wide popularity in 
that period. The small scent bottle, 
(Fig. 6), is the only such article 
known to the writer in which these 
rare portrait rods have been found. 

In 1921, Pauly & Company of 
Venice, Italy, was selling small sec- 
tions of some of the Franchini and 
Moretti portrait rods, The following 
prices have been taken from Pauly’s 
records of that year.

The set of portrait rods now housed 
in the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D.C. as part of the 
Gellatly Collection was purchased by 
John Gellatly from Pauly & 
Company some time prior to te 
1921,

The Lincoln 


National Life Foundation 


ROM the time Abraham Lincoln 
was seven years old in 1816 until 
he reached his majority in 1830 and 
moved to Illinois, he lived in Indiana. 
As a public service, in tribute to 
Lincoln’s Hoosier boyhood, the Lin- 
coln National Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Fort Wayne, Indiana, in 1928, 
established the Lincoln National Life 
Foundation. This was an ambitious 
historical project—a memorial effort 
to assemble every fragment of in- 
formation about Lincoln that might 
lead to a fuller understanding of his 
growth and achievements, and was 
directed by Dr. Louis A, Warren, an 
outstanding Lincoln student. The

death of Col. Ellsworth of the N. Y. 
Zouaves, in Alexandria, Va., on May 23, 
1861, “the first commissioned officer to 
lose his life in the great fraternal strug- 
gle.” When the Union forces had seized 
Alexandria, young Ellsworth had rushed 
impetuously to cut down a Confederate 
flag flying atop the Marshall House. 
While descending the stairs, he was shot 
dead by James W. Jackson, proprietor 
of the hotel, who in turn was killed by 
Corporal Brownell. Pitcher also known

nature of the project was inspired by 
the company’s appreciation of the use 
of the name Lincoln in its official title 
and of the right to display a portrait 
of Lincoln as the company insignia, 
a privilege granted by Robert Todd 
Lincoln, who presented for this pur- 
pose an original photograph of his 
father to the founder of the company. 

In the intervening years a most 
comprehensive collection of literature 
has been assembled in the library of 
the Foundation, composed of Lin- 
colniana, association books, collateral 
publications, magazine articles and 
newspaper clippings. That sixty-eight 
steel files are necessary to distribute 
and systematize these clippings alone 
indicates the magnitude of the under- 
taking. 

The Museum contains oil paintings, 
original photographs, over 6000 Lin- 
coln prints, rare broadsides including 
many contemporary political posters, 
and a large number of caricatures, 
along with metallic Lincolniana, 
busts, Lincoln medals, and the like. 

The department of archives is rich 
in documents relating to Lincoln’s 
ancestry, Kentucky records, early In- 
diana history, and original writings 
by Abraham Lincoln and his con- 
temporaries. The contents of the two 
largest Lincoln Manuscript Collec- 
tions in the Library of Congress—The 
Lincoln Papers, consisting of 18,350 
documents, and the Herndon-Weik 
Collection of records and reminis- 
cences—on microfilm strips are valu- 
able reference sources. 

Three Bureaus — Research, Speak- 
ers, and Information — are actively 
engaged in directing the work of the 
Foundation, whose purpose is not 
only to gather Lincoln history but to 
disseminate it. 

In addition, two publications are 
issued periodically by the Founda- 
tion: Lincoln Lore and The Lincoln 
Digest. The latter, a four-page pam-

phlet printed at intervals contains 
condensed information about various 
phases of Lincoln’s life, and is avail- 
able in quantity for distribution to 
schools, patriotic organizations, and 
public assemblies. Lincoln Lore, 
edited by Dr. R. Gerald McMurtry, 
contains human interest episodes in 
Lincoln’s life, compiled from the 
Foundation’s acquisitions, and fre- 
quently carries information on Lin- 
coln stamps and coins. This is avail- 
able, at no cost, to libraries, 
educational institutions, and i 
Lincoln students. 


Editor’s Note: The library and museum 
of the Foundation, located on the fourth 
floor of the Lincoln National Life In- 
surance Building at Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
is open to students and visitors from 8 
a.m, to 4:30 p.m. Mon. through Fri. 





Typical of material which appears in 
Lincoln Lore is the Kellogg print, from 
the Foundation’s museum, which was 
used with a sketch of Col. Elmer Ephraim 
Ellsworth in the September 1957 bulletin. 
This sketch was based on five original 
unpublished letters recently acquired by 
the Foundation. All were written to 
George Nicolay, a private secretary to 
Lincoln, and one of Ellsworth’s friends. 
The earliest was from Ellsworth himself, 
at a time when both young men were 
preparing to go to Washington with 
Lincoln—Ellsworth as a guard for the 
President-elect when the Presidential 
party left Springfield for the inaugural 
ceremonies of February 11, 1861—and 
was light-heartedly concerned with what 
the well dressed Washingtonian should 
wear in days when good quality shirts 
cost $24 a dozen, and new pantaloons 
were made “without suspenders and with 
stripes.” The other letters, written after 
Elisworth’s tragic death, were from Gen- 
eral Sherman requesting Nicolay’s pres- 
ence at the funeral as pallbearer; from 
Charles H. Spofford of Rockford, Illinois, 
whose daughter Carrie had been engaged 
to Ellsworth; from Ellsworth’s father in 
Mechanicsville, New York, asking that 
his’ son’s effects be shipped him by “Rail 
Road as fraight;” and from Carrie Spof- 
ford thanking him for a packet of letters 
he had sent her. Letters from Lincoln, 
and from young Nicolay to his own 
fiancee telling of the tragedy, which were 
quoted, have been previously known to 
Lincoln students.

The Painting’s 
Too Big? Never! 


NE day last summer, the George Mastrangels of 

Clinton, New Jersey, stood in their side yard and 
gazed despairingly at a huge oil painting in a heavily 
ornate Victorian frame propped up against a pear tree. 
For years the painting, treasured because it had hung in 
a dearly remembered grandfather’s house, but too large 
for modern use, had been stored in a loft over the garage. 
Now the day had come when sentiment bowed to the 
need for space. It had taken two strong men to lift the 
huge painting down from the loft and set it in a vantage 
spot on the lawn where the Mastrangels could ponder its 
possibilities. What, if anything, could be done with this 
beloved white elephant! 

A neighbor, called into consultation, proved herself a 
Woman of Ideas. “‘Let’s take off the frame” was her first 
thought. In a matter of minutes, willing pliers had re- 
moved most of the heavy four-part frame, until only the 
narrow flat gold leaf innermost frame, about one and a 
half inches wide was left. An improvement, they conceded, 
but the picture still measured 50 inches wide and 40 
inches high, and was filmed with the dust of half a 
century. 

“Clean it” was the next suggestion, and a $1.50 in- 
vestment in a commercial cleaner for oil paintings was 
recommended.

HE Jolly Old Tavern Keeper—in 
private life Edwin C. Whittemore 

oi East Haverhill, Massachusetts— 
bears a remarkable resemblance to 
the friendly face in his monthly ad- 
vertisements—and he actually lives 
in an old New England tavern, built 
on busy Wharf Lane in 1670 (below 
right), fenced appropriately with a 
row of iron hitching posts. The shop 
is just across the lane (below left). 
It was Mrs. Whittemore, the 
“Georgie” of this ‘‘Ted and Georgie” 
combination, who first started the 
antiques shop, planning to utilize just 
six feet at one end of their tap-room 
living-room to display her wares. But 
such a little bit of space was never 
enough for the collecting Whitte- 
mores with their enthusiastic talent 
for ferreting out the unusual, Before 
they quite realized what was happen- 
ing, the shop had consumed their 


lovely living room. Then it was, they 
purchased the little Cape Cod cottage 
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over the way—it’s younger than the 
Tavern, dating only from 1760—and 
moved the shop into a house of its 
own where it could expand at will. 

Again the tap-room, with its hos- 
pitable fireplace, paneled walls, its 
pine and pewter, and colorful Staf- 
fordshire, became a_ proper living 
room where visitors to shop or home 
are always welcome, but furnishings 
are “not for sale.” (What never? 
Well, hardly ever!) 

Mr. Whittemore, who withdrew 
some years ago from the advertising 
business to have fun with antiques, 
has never lost his facile way with 
words. “Stay well—stay happy!” is 
his unforgettable signature line, rec- 
ognized by everyone who has received 
from him a letter—or even a post 
card. As to where he gets the 18th 
century headings he uses in his ad- 
vertisements he never says... 
it cudde be ye olde tavern walls @ 
doe talke!

This Museum Pamphlet #3 is com- 
mended to all collectors and students 
of Americana, as are the previous 
catalogs in the series. The first mu- 
seum catalog, on Carriages, Was re- 
viewed in Spinning Wheel Feb- 
ruary 1957; the second, on ip 
Quilts, in this issue. 

Two Points of View, The History of the 
Parlor Stereoscope, by Harold F. Jen- 
kins, Published by World in Color 
Productions. 1957. $3 


This is a study that has been long 
awaited — and a fine reference book 
it will be for anyone who collects 
stereoscope view cards, who wants 
to know more about them, or who 
prosaically buys and sells them—if 
buying and selling can ever be 
prosaic. It will also delight those 
who enjoy American history in its 
homelier aspects, as well as those 
whose interest lies in photography— 
for this specialized subject is broad 
in its ramifications. 

Only recently, after millions of 
these view cards have been de- 
stroyed, are historians becoming 
aware of their value as a faithful 
record of all phases of American life, 
from the commonplace everyday liv- 
ing habits of its people to the great 
expositions, the catastrophes, the 
wars, and excitements of western 
pioneering. Fortunately there are 
still many view cards to be found in 
antiques shops, second-hand stores 
and storerooms of older houses, and 
general interest in their preservation 
is growing. 

Mr. Jenkins, who is the owner of 
World in Color Productions, with a 
primary interest in photography, was 
first introduced to the “parlor view- 
ers” when, somewhat reluctantly 
antiques shopping with his wife, he 
casually picked up a handful of old 
view cards. His collection, begun on 
the spot, now contains about 25,000 
selected views, and is one of the 
major collections in the country. 

In his book he has given us a con- 
cise and capable record of the early 
stereoscope, the variety of stereo- 
scopic view cards made, and the 
photographers who made the pic- 
tures. There’s a helpful guide on cur- 
rent values, too. His story is a fas- 
cinating one and it is good to have 
such a real start made to correlate 


information on these “parlor views,” 


so familiar to all of us, and 

about which so very little has i 

been written. 

Pharmacy Museums, by George Grif- 
fenhagen. Published by American In- 
stitute of the History of Pharmacy. 
1956. $1 


This is another special interest 
book which does not confine itself 
to pharmacists, for as the foreword 
suggests: “There are no narrow 
specialties. To look close enough is 
to begin to understand all. To know 
one’s nearest surroundings, it has 
been said—really to know it—is to 
have an approach to the world. 
There may be narrow specialists, but 
all specialties are inherently broad.” 

Something of this thought comes 
out of each of Mr. Griffenhagen’s 
studies in the history of pharmacy, 
and particularly reflects the history 
of the museum movement at large. 

The first section of the book deals 
with the beginnings of pharmacy 
museums—surgical instruments were 
displayed with elephant trunks and 
hides of rare animals and other 
“curiosities” at the Museum of Alex- 
andria in the 3rd century B.C.; the 
development of national pharmacy 
collections in America, starting with 
a Section of Material Medica estab- 
lished at the Smithsonian Institution 
in 1881; and types of pharmaceutical 
museums and their value to phar- 
macy. 

The Bibliography is full and help- 
ful to all serious students, and the 
Appendix, which many will consider 
the chief part of the book, presents 
an annotated list of Pharmacy Mu- 
seum collections all over the world— 
those in the U.S. are listed by states. 
This museum guide leads the student 
unerringly, in whatever state or 
country he may be, to interesting 
pharmacy collections and _ restora- 
tions of importance. This pamphlet 
belongs in every museum library, in 
every reference library—and will be 
equally at home in the bookshelf of 
every Spinning Wheel reader who has 
enjoyed Mr. Griffenhagen’s articles
